1.1 NOTICE 
1.1.1 NATIONAL POLICY NO. 1 RECEIPT SYSTEM 


National Policy No. 1 and National Policy No. 1 Receipt System 


The procedures for the National Policy No. 1 Receipt System (the "Receipt 
System'') have been revised. Item 3 of National Policy No. 1, 1986 OSCB 4466, 
has been amended to implement the revised procedures, which represent a 
consensus of the Canadian Securities Administrators. The new version of Item 3 
contains the following changes from the original version of the Policy: 


1. the Receipt System is confined to short form prospectuses; 


2. where no comments are made on the preliminary prospectus and no 
significant changes in disclosure are made by the issuer in the final 
prospectus, the filing of facsimile final material in non-principal 
jurisdictions other than Quebec is eliminated; 


3. where changes to the text are made by the issuer, in response to 
comments or otherwise, blacklined facsimilies of the changed pages 
must be provided to all non-principal jurisdictions for approval, in 
both French and English for Quebec, and a signed copy of the English 
and French version of the final prospectus must be provided to Quebec 
in all cases; 


4. the number and length of communications (telex or facsimile) required 
to be exchanged by Commissions is reduced; 


5. the requirement for responses from jurisdictions not otherwise 
required to respond under the POP System is eliminated; 


6. a non-principal jurisdiction is permitted to opt out of the system at 
any time prior to the issue of the National Policy No. 1 Receipt; 


7. that responses to comments raised by non-principal jurisdictions will 
be cleared, as always, by the jurisdiction involved is clarified; 


8. in all cases comments are required to be resolved between the issuer 


and the relevant jurisdiction directly, with notice of final clearance 
to the principal jurisdiction; and 
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9. the undertaking to file final material in non-principal jurisdictions 
is required to be given to those jurisdictions and filed in each 
jurisdiction with the preliminary prospectus, and the undertaking is 
required to be given by the issuer. 


Additional issues dealt with here that were unresolved in the original 
Receipt System policy are: 
1. the time at which fees should be filed in non-principal jurisdictions; 


2. whether or not each non-principal jurisdiction must issue a receipt in 
addition to the National Policy No. 1 Receipt; and 


3. the appropriate time zone for determination of the end of a working 
day. 


Table of Documents to be Filed in Respect of the Clearance of National Issues 








The table of documents to be filed in respect of the clearance of national 
issues for National Policy No. 1 (the 'Table'') has also been revised. The 
revised Table is to take effect immediately. The revision incorporates the 
various legislative changes made by the respective Canadian Securities 
Administrators. 


Both of the above amendments to National Policy No. 1 are reproduced in 
Chapter 5 of this edition of the Bulletin. 
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1.1.2 PRE-FILING CONSULTATION ON INNOVATIVE OR UNUSUAL FINANCIAL REPORTING 


PRE-FILING CONSULTATION ON INNOVATIVE OR UNUSUAL FINANCIAL REPORTING 


With the increasing importance and complexity of financial reporting 
requirements, Commission staff have recently augmented procedures designed to 
improve the quality and clarity of financial disclosure and compliance with 
generally accepted accounting and auditing standards. New initiatives include 
a program to review, on a sample basis, renewal Annual Information Forms and 
annual financial statements. Staff continue to review all financial 
disclosures contained in prospectuses. 


These procedures are increasingly focussed on substantive issues such as_ the 
appropriateness of accounting policies and of particular financial statement 
presentation. Issuers should not assume that staff will not question an item 
simply because the issuer and its auditors are satisfied with it. To the 
contrary, as the recent legislative report involving the Argosy matter 
indicates, staff have an obligation to look behind the opinions of professional 
advisers. Unusual or innovative accounting treatments or presentations may be 
challenged. 


Accordingly, staff encourage issuers and their advisers to consult with them on 
difficult or unusual financial reporting issues as far in advance of filing as 
possible. Such meetings avoid both the delay which results from the 
identification of issues late in the process and the risk of Commission 
intervention. Issuers should submit background information, an analysis of all 
the relevant issues and a proposed course of action. Staff will endeavour to 
respond expeditiously to reasonable inquiries and may, in appropriate 
circumstances, pre-clear issues on a confidential basis. Failure to pre-clear 
difficult issues runs the risk that staff will not be able to resolve a matter 
quickly, which may delay the issuance of a receipt for a prospectus or lead to 
a cease trade order for failure to file material which complies with the 
Commission's requirements.

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1.1.3 CONVICTIONS FOR FAILURE TO FILE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


The Ontario Securities Commission has been concerned for a number of years with 
the timely filing of financial statements in accordance with the requirements 
of the Securities Act. To this end, the Commission has taken a number of steps 
over the years to remind reporting issuers of their timely disclosure 
obligations. For example, on August 12, 1986, the Chairman sent a letter to 
every reporting issuer reminding them of their responsibility to ensure that 
financial statements are filed on time. The Chairman stated that the efficient 
functioning of the capital market depends on the timely filing of material 
information, and in particular, financial statements. Reporting issuers were 
also reminded that failure to file financial statements on time may result ina 
cease trade order being issued and remaining outstanding until the issuer 
rectifies its default. 


A copy of the letter, together with a notice and _ policy dealing with the 
enforcement of the statutory requirement relating to timely filing of financial 
statements, was published in the OSC Bulletin in November, 1986. 


As part of this effort to enforce timely disclosure requirements, charges have 
been laid against four reporting issuers that have repeatedly failed to comply 
with their timely disclosure obligations. 


These charges were laid because of concerns of the Commission that its cease 
trade orders issued for failure to file financial statements were having little 
effect on companies that repeatedly failed to file financial statements within 
the time limits imposed by the Securities Act. 


Three of the cases were tried by His Honour Judge DiCecco on September 22, 
1987. Odyssey Industries Incorporated pleaded guilty to a charge of failing to 
file with the Commission comparative financial statements for its fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1985. His Honour Judge DiCecco fined the company $1,000.00. 
The financial statements in question had been filed 191 days late. During the 
past six years Odyssey has filed its financial statements on time only once and 
many of its financial statements have not been filed at all. 


Regal Goldfields Limited was found guilty in Provincial Court of a charge of 
failing to file with the Commission interim financial statements for the 
three-month period ended March 31, 1986. His Honour Judge DiCecco fined the 
company $5,000.00. The financial statements in question had been filed 126 
days late. During the past fifteen years Regal Goldfields has filed its 
financial statements on time only five times and many of its financial 
statements have not been filed at all. 


Delta North Transportation Limited was found guilty of a charge of failing to 
file with the Commission comparative financial statements for its year ended 
October 31, 1986 and was fined $5,000.00. The financial Statements in question 
had been filed 77 days late. During the past fifteen years Delta North has 
filed its financial statements on time only six times and many of its financial 
statements have not been filed at all. 


The Quebec Securities Commission regularly lays charges for failure to file 
financial statements and companies that are convicted of a first offence under 
the Quebec Securities Act are usually fined $500.00. His Honour Judge DiCecco 
rejected submissions that a fine of $500.00 was appropriate. His Honour was of 
the view that a low fine could be regarded as a mere licence fee. 
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His Honour stated that, because of the seriousness of a company's failure to 
disclose financial information to the investing public on a timely basis, a 
minimum fine for a first offence should be between $5,000.00 and $10,000.00. 
The maximum fine for an offence under the Securities Act is currently 
$25,000.00. This amount will increase to $1,000,000 when recent amendments’ to 
the Act become effective later this year. 


On September 29, 1987, Danvers Resource Explorations Limited pleaded guilty 
before His Honour Judge Charles to a charge of failing to file with the 
Commission comparative fiancial statements for its fiscal year ended December 
31, 1985 and was fined $3,500.00. Over the past ten years Danvers has filed 
its financial statements on time only four times and at times has failed to 
file its financial statements at all. His Honour, Judge Charles stated that 
had there been a trial, he would have fined the company $15,000.00 in order’ to 
send a message to the community.

It is not unusual for shareholders of a reporting issuer to have approved the 
creation of a class of preferred shares which is issuable in series, the 
attributes of each series to be established by resolution of the directors 
prior to the issue of any such _ series. These so-called "blank cheque'' 
preferred shares provide flexibility to reporting issuers in permitting the 
directors to respond quickly to financing opportunities. The existence of a 
class of such shares, however, also permits the directors to create and issue 
preferred shares in circumstances in which, under securities requirements, 
shareholder approval may be necessary. 


The Commission wishes to remind issuers that the minority shareholder approval 
requirements of OSC Policy 1.3 - Restricted Shares apply to the creation by the 
directors of a reporting issuer of any series of preferred shares if those 
Shares are Restricted Shares or have the effect of making another class of 
shares Restricted Shares. In these circumstances, minority shareholder 
approval of the creation and issue by the directors of such shares is 
necessary. This approval is in addition to any shareholder approval obtained 
in connection with the initial creation of the class of shares. 


Blank cheque preferred shares also constitute a means by which directors of a 
reporting issuer could implement various take-over bid defensive tactics. The 
use of blank cheque preferred shares in this manner during the course of a_ bid 
may be reviewed by the Commission under National Policy 38 - Take-over Bids - 
Defensive Tactics.

5.1.1 NATIONAL POLICY NO. 1 RECEIPT SYSTEM 


The following insert is a revised copy of National Policy No. 1 Receipt 
System. 
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POLICY 


Item 3 of National Policy No. 1 is replaced by the following: 
3. The National Policy No. 1 Receipt System (the “Receipt System") 


Issuers filing a short form prospectus under the Prompt Offering 
Qualification System may elect to receive a single National 
Policy No. 1 Receipt that permits securities to be distributed in 
all jurisdictions in which a preliminary prospectus has been 
filed and which have not opted out of the System during the 
review process. The National Policy No. 1 Receipt will bear on 
its face the following legend: 


“This National Policy No. 1 Receipt confirms that 
receipts of (each of the provinces or territories of 
Canada [except -]) have been issued". 


The National Policy No. 1 Receipt provides evidence of the 
approval of the issuer's prospectus by all participating 
jurisdictions and of the notional issue of a receipt therein. 
The National Policy No. 1 Receipt will be made available to the 
issuer by the principal jurisdiction. It is not necessary for 
the issuer to obtain a separate receipt document from a 
non-principal jurisdiction in order to commence distribution of 
its securities. However, each non-principal jurisdiction will 
subsequently provide the issuer with a receipt dated as of the 
same date as the National Policy No. 1 Receipt if the fee and 
final material filed are acceptable. 


When the issuer files a preliminary short form prospectus and 
elects this Receipt System, it must file with each non-principal 
jurisdiction its undertaking to the non-principal jurisdiction to 
file final material together with, where appropriatel, the 
required fee, within 3 working days following the day of issue of 
the Receipt System receipt. Where there are comments or changes, 
additional filing will be required (see below). Issuers will 
file the usual final material with the principal jurisdiction. 


Unless a non-principal jurisdiction advises the principal 
jurisdiction otherwise, silence as of the end of the second 
working day2 next following the day on which the first comments 
were sent by the principal jurisdiction will constitute 





: Although all jurisdictions require a basic fee be filed with the 
preliminary prospectus, Ontario and B.C. require than an 
additional fee be filed with final material. 


2, For purposes of establishing that a working day has concluded, 
the time zone of the relevant jurisdiction will apply. From the 
point of view of the principal jurisdiction, the time zone of the 
principal jurisdiction will establish the end of the initial 3 
day review period, and the time zone of the most westerly 
non-principal jurisdiction will establish the end of the 
subsequent 2 day review period. 
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confirmation to the principal jurisdiction that the material 
reviewed complies with the requirements of the relevant 
securities legislation to the extent that, assuming the final 
material were substantially similar, a receipt would issue in 
that jurisdiction. The principal jurisdiction is therefore 
authorized to issue a receipt that provides evidence that the 
non-principal jurisdiction's approval has been granted, and a 
receipt notionally issued by that jurisdiction, subject to the 
terms of the undertaking to file final material described below. 
The principal jurisdiction must notify the  non-principal 
jurisdiction at once that the National Policy No. 1 Receipt has 
been issued. 


The Receipt System is primarily intended to facilitate national 
distributions of securities under “clean” (i.e. no comments) 
short from prospectuses that are not altered by the issuer. 
Where comments are raised, or the issuer wishes to make changes 
prior to filing final material, additional clearance procedures 
are involved, requiring additional time. 


If a non-principal jurisdiction makes comments, the comments will 
be communicated to the issuer directly, with a copy to _ the 
principal jurisdiction, and resolved between the issuer and the 
non-principal jurisdiction. However, if changes are made to 
prospectus as a result of the comments and Quebec is a 
non-principal jurisdiction, blacklined facsimilies of the 
relevant pages of the final prospectus in both French and English 
must be provided to Quebec. Because Quebec has an obligation to 
clear a French language prospectus, it also requires a signed 
copy of both English and French versions of the final prospectus 
in all cases. Im this case, as in all others, authorization must 
be specifically communicated by Quebec to the _ principal 
jurisdiction before the principal jurisdiction will issue a 
National Policy No. 1 Receipt that includes Quebec. For the 
other jurisdictions, silence as of the end of the later of the 
second working day next following the day on which the first 
comments were sent by the principal jurisdiction or noon on the 
working day next following that on which a copy of any changes 
was filed, will constitute approval of the prospectus including 
any changes that were made thereto, and authorization for the 
principal jurisdiction to issue a National Policy No. 1 Receipt 
as evidence of approval and the notional issue of a receipt in 
that jurisdiction. 


A non-principal jurisdiction may opt out of the Receipt System at 
any time prior to the issue of the National Policy No. 1 
Receipt. Opting out will be communicated by a telex or facsimile 
to that effect sent to the principal with a copy to the issuer. 
In this case, the National Policy No. 1 Receipt will no longer 
constitute evidence that the review and approval process has 
occurred in that non-principal jurisdiction, and therefore the 
issuer must deal separately with that jurisdiction in respect of 
a receipt. The legend on the National Policy No. 1 Receipt will 
specify those jurisdictions on whose behalf it is not issued. 
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The following chronology. illustrates the integration of the Receipt 
System procedures into the existing POP system procedures:

Day 1: Preliminary short form prospectus is filed in selected 
principal and non-principal jurisdictions. Covering letter 
indicates election of Receipt System receipt.

If no National Policy 
No. 1 Receipt is issued in respect of a jurisdiction, the 
undertaking to that jurisdiction is void. 


Preliminary prospectus receipts are provided in each 
jurisdiction where issued. 


Day 2: POP system review by principal jurisdiction.

jurisdiction to the non-principal jurisdictions, including 
notation “N.P. Nos 1. filing per Item 3 of NosPs..No. 1° or 
equivalent. 


As part of their participation in the Receipt System, all 
jurisdictions have agreed that unless a non-principal 
jurisdiction advises the principal jurisdiction otherwise, 
silence as of the end of the second working day next 
following the day on which the first comment telex or 
facsimile was sent by the principal jurisdiction will 
constitute confirmation to the principal jurisdiction that 
the material reviewed complies with the requirements of the 
relevant provincial securities legislation to the extent 
that, assuming the final material were substantially similar 
and the comments of the principal or any other jurisdiction 
were addressed, a receipt would issue in that jurisdiction.

Upon application by The Montreal Exchange (the ''ME'"') pursuant to OSC

As noted above, the Partnership would include in its 
prospectus five-year forecaststawith» projectionssfor the 
nine following years, made up of statements of cash POWs 
taxable income and limited partners' after-tax cash flow.

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WHAT IS THE ONTARIO SECURITIES 
COMMISSION? 


The Ontario Securities Commission (“OSC’’) 
is the regulatory body responsible for over- 
seeing the securities and commodity futures 
marketplaces in Ontario. Its mandate, as part 
of the Ontario Ministry of Financial Institu- 
tions, is to ensure that the financial commu- 
nity operates with efficiency and integrity and 
that the interests of Ontario’s investors are 
protected. The OSC administers the Ontario 
Securities Act and Regulation, including over- 
seeing The Toronto Stock Exchange and all 
participants in the capital marketplace in On- 
tario. The Commodity Futures Act is also 
administered by the OSC, but is not discussed 
in this brochure. 


Since the early 1930s, the OSC has been the 
watchdog of Canada’s largest financial com- 
munity. The OSC attempts to ensure that 
companies which finance their activities with 
funds from the public provide adequate infor- 
mation about themselves. In this way, invest- 
ors can analyze the information and make 
informed investment choices. 


In addition, there are stockbrokers and invest- 
ment advisers registered with the OSC whose 
principal business activity is to provide infor- 
mation to investors. 


WHAT ARE SECURITIES? 


The following are examples of “securities”: 
@ equity securities (such as shares of com- 
mon and preferred stock and limited part- 
nership units) that are sold to the public 
and traded either on a stock exchange or in 
the over-the-counter market; 

e debt securities (such as bonds and deben- 
tures) that are issued by governments and 
companies; 

@ shares or units in mutual funds; 

@ warrants or rights to purchase shares; 

@ options on gold, silver, foreign currency, 
bonds, shares, etc. 


New types of securities are introduced regu- 
larly. There are many variations of both 
equity and debt instruments, so investors 
should become familiar with the special 
attributes associated with any investment 
contemplated. 


For further information about the charac- 
teristics of particular securities listed above 
or any other securities, please consult avail- 
able reading materials or contact your stock 
broker or investment adviser. 


THE CAPITAL MARKET 


The capital market is a system for gathering 
money and reallocating it for various pur- 
poses. This process is very important for the 
efficient functioning of our economic sys- 
tem. Without investment, it would be impos- 
sible to obtain the capital necessary to develop 
natural resources, process raw materials, 
manufacture products, create employment 
and distribute goods to service the needs of 
a nation. Savings are channeled into invest- 
ments to enable economic development. 


Capital is used by almost everyone. How- 
ever, the key users of capital may be di- 
vided into two groups — public users and 
private users. 


Public users of capital are the federal, pro- 
vincial and municipal governments and their 
various agencies. Government bodies require 
capital in order to provide and maintain 
essential services such as hospitals, schools 
and roads. Government bodies generally 
raise capital by taxing and borrowing funds 
through the issue and sale of bonds, deben- 
tures and treasury bills. 


Private users of capital include industrial, 
financial, merchandising, natural resource 
and other corporations. These private users 
of capital raise funds by borrowing (e.g., 
debt capital) and by selling shares in the 
enterprise (e.g., equity capital). 


The capital and funds needed by govern- 
ments and corporations are supplied by the 
institutional investor (such as chartered 
banks, trust companies, insurance compa- 
nies, and pension funds and mutual funds 
that represent the interests of many invest- 
ors) and the individual or retail investor. 


Dealers (ie., stock brokerage houses, invest- 
ment dealers, mutual fund sales organiza- 
tions), all of which are registered with the 
OSC, bring together those who have capital 
to invest and those who require investment 
capital. The dealer may act as an agent in 
uniting buyers and sellers of securities, or it 
may purchase securities for its own account 
and then sell them to the public. 


In summary, almost everyone has a stake in 
the capital market. Some of the key partici- 
pants are discussed in more detail below. 


SECURITIES MARKET PARTICIPANTS 


Introduction 


The stock market can be very volatile. Mil- 
lions of dollars change hands every trading 
day on the basis of orders which are usually 
transmitted by telephone. Investors who must 
react quickly to market conditions should 
have confidence in their securities dealers 
and advisers. In attempting to ensure that 
such confidence is well placed, the OSC 
imposes rules on the qualifications of those 
persons who advise and deal with the public. 


As a general rule, dealers and investment 
advisers, as well as their partners, directors, 
officers and salespeople, must be registered 
with the OSC. In reviewing an application 
for registration, the OSC considers the appli- 
cant’s qualifications, such as a minimum stan- 
dard of education, experience, knowledge of 
securities, financial resources and integrity. 
Before registration is granted, an applicant 
must successfully complete qualifying courses 
and examinations. However, it is the respon- 
sibility of the investor to measure the compe- 
tence of the person with whom he or she 
wishes to deal. 


In order to serve their clients well, dealers, 
investment advisers and their employees have 
an obligation to know the objectives, resources 
and risk tolerance of their clients. 


The OSC has the power to impose disciplin- 
ary measures or refuse registration to market 
participants who do not comply with the 
Securities Act and Regulation. 


Dealers 


Dealers and their Clients 
To buy or sell most securities, an investor 


must contact a firm or person registered with 
the OSC. Such firm may be, or such person 
may be employed by, a stock brokerage house 
or securities firm or a mutual fund sales orga- 
nization. The salesperson with whom the 
investor deals is commonly known as a stock- 
broker, account executive or registered repre- 
sentative, and will act as the investor’s agent 
in buying or selling securities. It is prudent 
for the investor to-become informed about the 
services provided and fees charged by these 
market participants. 


Financial Obligations of Dealers 

To protect investors, the OSC has certain 
requirements concerning the financial re- 
sources of dealers. As well, the OSC and 
self-regulatory organizations, such as The 
Toronto Stock Exchange (““TSE”’) and the 
Ontario District of the Investment Dealers 
Association of Canada (“IDA”), regularly 
receive financial reports from dealers and 
investment advisers. 


Members of the TSE and IDA are covered by 
the National Contingency Fund, which is a 
trust fund established to protect individual 
clients from financial losses resulting from 
the insolvency of a member firm. In addition, 
there is an Ontario Contingency Trust Fund 
for dealers which are not members of the 
TSE or the IDA. These funds are not guaran- 
teed by the government; the maximum amount 
of money available to claimants is that con- 
tributed by the dealers. 


Specialized Dealers 

e General 

Some dealers specialize in certain areas of the 
securities business, and their business is lim- 
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ited to those areas, such as mutual funds or 
scholarship plans. 


e Mutual Fund Dealers 

These dealers specialize in the sale of mutual 
funds, and their activities may be restricted to 
a particular family of funds. Mutual funds are 
diversified portfolios of securities, made pos- 
sible by pooling the money of many invest- 
ors. Each investor owns a proportionate share 
of the fund’s assets. There are many types of 
funds, ranging from speculative to conserva- 
tive. Since mutual funds are professionally 
managed, the investor is relieved of invest- 
ment decisions other than choosing the fund 
in which to invest. Investors are advised to 
investigate the fund thoroughly on their own 
before purchasing. 


There is a concern that the practice of over- 
leveraging mutual fund purchases is too risky 
for the average investor. Leveraging mutual 
fund purchases means borrowing in order to 
invest in mutual funds. 


Advisers 


Investment advisers specialize in either man- 
aging portfolios of securities or giving invest- 
ment advice. In the latter case, the adviser 
may distribute a circular providing analyses 
of market behaviour and information on pub- 
lic companies. 


Advisers must register with the OSC. Some 
persons, such as lawyers and accountants, 
may be exempt from registration with the 
OSC if they offer advice only as an incidental 
part of their work. 


Advisers often have a degree of self-interest in 
recommending the purchase of a security. 


For example, they may be working fora 
company that pays them a fee if their recom- 
mendation results in the purchase of a par- 
ticular security. Before investing, discuss the 
source of the fees accruing to your adviser in 
order to detect possible conflicts of interest. 


Choosing a Broker or Adviser 


Before choosing a specific broker or adviser, 
meet to determine how well you get along. 
Enquire about his or her education and expe- 
rience. You might consider asking the broker 
or adviser for names of customers whose 
situations and objectives are similar to yours, 
and calling these references to see whether 
they are pleased with the services rendered. 
Discuss with your adviser the source of his or 
her fees and commissions to see if there is a 
potential conflict between your best interests 
and those of the adviser. 


Complaints 


If you feel that the market participant with 
whom you deal has not complied with the 
law, it is your responsibility to lodge a com- 
plaint with the employer firm. If this does not 
produce satisfactory results, then you should 
contact the self-regulatory organization of 
which the employer is a member (The TSE or 
IDA) or, if you are dealing with a firm that 1s 
not a member dealer or an adviser, contact 
the Enforcement and Market Regulation 
Branch of the OSC (see page 18). 


The OSC 1s generally not able to institute 
court proceedings in order to recover funds 
for investors. However, the OSC will investi- 
gate complaints and take disciplinary action 
where appropriate. 


HOW A COMPANY ISSUES SECURITIES 


If a company in need of funds wishes to raise 
capital by issuing securities, it must do so 

in accordance with the Securities Act and 
Regulation. 


Newly issued securities offered to the public 
are considered to be in the “‘primary market”. 
Securities previously issued to the public and 
trading in the marketplace are in the “‘sec- 
ondary market’’. Special rules apply to the 
primary market to ensure that investors are 
adequately informed about the company and 
the new securities before investing. 


In most cases of public financing via the 
primary market, the company must provide 
potential investors with a comprehensive infor- 
mational document known as a “prospectus”. 
This document gives details such as the pur- 
pose for which the securities are being issued, 
the business and properties of the company, the 
financial soundness of the company, financial 
statements and information about the com- 
pany’s managers and promoters. The company 
and the underwriter (the investment dealer 
who is selling the security issue on behalf of 
the company) must ensure that the prospec- 
tus provides “full, true and plain disclosure”. 
A misrepresentation may entitle the purchaser 
to sue the company and underwriter for dam- 
ages or to have the purchase cancelled. 


No binding purchase or sale may take place 
until the OSC has reviewed the prospectus 
for compliance with securities laws and given 
a final receipt for it. However, the OSC does 
not approve or recommend a particular issue 
of securities, nor guarantee the completeness 
or accuracy of the prospectus. Also, it is up 
to investors to weigh the risk of the invest- 
ment in relation to the anticipated return.

Therefore, it is crucial that investors read the 
prospectus carefully, and if they are not famil- 
iar with the subject, that they ask the advice 
of their dealer or investment adviser. 


In some situations companies seeking financ- 
ing do not require a prospectus, and these 
situations are set out in the Securities Act and 
Regulation. This is often the case where the 
proposed purchaser is sufficiently familiar 
with the company, for example an employee 
ora shareholder of a small, family-run busi- 
ness, or where the purchaser is so sophisti- 
cated as to be able to obtain information and 
make decisions without a prospectus. In some 
cases the OSC will require an informational 
document less detailed than a prospectus. 
Investors who buy securities under such cir- 
cumstances should be aware that their resale 
of the securities may be restricted. 
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INFORMATION ABOUT YOUR 
INVESTMENT 


Shareholder Communications 


Asa shareholder of a public company, you 
are entitled to information about that com- 
pany on a regular basis and, if you own a 
voting class of stock, you are entitled to vote 
at meetings of shareholders. 


If your securities are registered in your name 
with the company, you will receive an annual 
information circular, annual audited financial 
statements, and a proxy with respect to vot- 
ing at the company’s annual meeting. The 
annual financial statements will usually be 
included in the company’s annual report. 
You will also receive notice of any special 
general meeting with an information circular 
and a proxy. Holders of shares or units in 
mutual funds will receive annual and semi- 
annual financial statements. 


If your securities are registered in the name of 
your broker (who may in turn have them 
registered in the name of a clearing agency, 
such as The Canadian Depository for Securi- 
ties Limited, for ease of record keeping and 
transfer), you will receive the same material, 
although it may be through your broker or an 
agent of your broker. Your broker will give 
you the option to waive the right to receive 
such material. You may change your instruc- 
tions as to the receipt of meeting-related mate- 
rial at any time. 


Whether or not your shares are registered in 
your own name, you may attend an annual or 
special general meeting and vote in person. If 
your shares are not registered in your name, 
however, you should consult your broker who 
will furnish you with evidence of your author- 
ity to vote in person. 


You may request the company to place your 
name on a supplemental mailing list to receive 
quarterly financial statements. Your broker 
will assist you with this. Quarterly financial 
statements are filed with the OSC and are 
readily available to the public. They are often 
reported in the financial press. 


The company must keep the investing public 
up to date on important changes in its affairs. 
Whenever an event occurs that could signifi- 
cantly affect the value or market price of its 
securities, the company must inform the pub- 
lic by press release and file a report with the 
OSC. Examples of such an event would be 
the results of major research or the fact that 
a potentially profitable ore deposit has 

been discovered. 


Insider Trading 


Sometimes a company has information that 
has not yet been revealed to its shareholders 
or the public. 


Directors, officers and employees of a com- 
pany, or persons having close business rela- 
tionships with the company, who have access 
by virtue of their positions to such confiden- 
tial information, may not take advantage of it. 
The Securities Act and Regulation aim to 
ensure that everyone has equal access to infor- 
mation upon which to base investment deci- 
sions. Therefore, for example, it is against the 
law for an officer to buy shares before some 
important news has been circulated to the 
public and then sell them at a profit after the 
information is in the public domain. “Tip- 
ping”’, or the disclosure of such privileged 
information, is also prohibited. 


There are stiff penalties for illegal insider 


trading. Investors who suffer losses as a result 
of such unfair conduct may be able to obtain 
damages from the person who engaged in it. 


In order to prevent abuse, the OSC requires 
any director or senior officer of a company 
offering securities to the public, and anyone 
holding more than ten percent of the voting 
shares, to report to the OSC their trading in 
the securities issued by their company. These 
reports are part of the OSC’s public records. 


Take-Over Bids and Issuer Bids 


A person or company may wish to assume 
control of a company in which you are a 
shareholder, and therefore may offer to buy 
your shares. This is known as a take-over bid. 
The company in which you hold shares may 
itself wish to purchase your shares. Such an 
offer is known as an issuer bid. To ensure that 
the shareholders of a company are treated 
equally, the take-over bid or issuer bid must 
be made to everyone in Ontario holding shares 
of the same class in the company. 


The directors of a company of which control 
is sought must respond to the take-over bid 
by issuing to all shareholders a circular. In the 
circular they explain their position and may 
make a recommendation to accept or reject 
the bid. In the case of an issuer bid, the 
directors of the company in which you hold 
shares must send you a circular stating their 
reasons for the bid. 


If you receive a bid for your securities, you 
may wish to seek advice from your broker or 
other investment adviser as to whether to 
tender your shares to the bid. 
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Trading Information 


After newly issued securities are first sold to 
public investors, they are traded in the “‘sec- 
ondary market”’. An investor wishing to buy 
or sell securities can obtain information about 
the trading history of particular securities in 
the secondary market, depending on whether 
the securities are listed on a stock exchange 
or unlisted. 


If the securities in which you are interested 
are listed on a stock exchange, you can con- 
sult the financial pages of newspapers for 
information on prices and volumes traded. 


If the security is not listed on a stock exchange, 
then it is said to trade in the “over-the-counter 
market”’. Prior to 1986, little information was 
available about this market in Canada. How- 
ever, in April, 1986 the OSC established the 
first over-the-counter electronic trading system 
in the country, known as the “Canadian Over- 
the-Counter Automated Trading System” or 
“COATS”. The financial pages of newspapers 
contain information on COATS securities. 


In addition to securities that trade in the 
secondary market, either in the listed or over- 
the-counter market, there are certain securi- 
ties which, for all practical purposes, do not 
have a trading market. Where there is no 
trading market for securities offered under a 
prospectus, and no market is expected to 
develop, the cover page of the prospectus 
must say so and must also state that purchas- 
ers may not be able to resell the securities 
purchased under the prospectus. 


SURVEILLANCE AND ENFORCEMENT 


The OSC has recognized both The Toronto 
Stock Exchange and the Investment Dealers 
Association as self-regulatory organizations 
under the Securities Act. By becoming a mem- 
ber of either of these organizations, a dealer is 
automatically subject to regulation by the 
TSE or IDA. In recognizing both the TSE and 
IDA as self-regulatory organizations, the OSC 
has delegated to these bodies the obligation 
to monitor and regulate the business stan- 
dards and conduct of their members. The 
OSC may review any decision of either the 


TSE or the IDA. 


The OSC’s Enforcement and Market Regula- 
tion Branch reviews any complaints received 
from the public and may conduct investiga- 
tions into alleged wrong-doing. 


A breach of the legislation may give rise to 
civil, administrative and/or criminal proceed- 
ings. The responsibility for commencing a 
civil action for damages and/or cancellation 
rests with the investor affected. 


INVESTOR ALERT 


The following warnings and guidelines may 
assist investors: 

e Dor'’t be pressured into making hasty invest- 
ment decisions; reject high pressure solicita- 
tions. Your investment decision is important 
enough to warrant careful consideration. 

e Carefully assess the honesty, competence 
and objectivity of those giving you invest- 
ment advice (see page 11). 

e Be wary of schemes which guarantee a 
quick profit. Generally, where there is poten- 
tial for a high rate of return, there is an equally 
high risk of loss. 

e@ Make sure you understand the nature and 
extent of the risks associated with a particu- 
lar investment. Stocks that are priced very 
low often involve a high risk of loss. 

e@ Don’t invest more money than you can 
afford to lose. If you are considering borrow- 
ing money to invest in the stock market (ie., 
leveraging), make sure you understand the 
risks involved; a drop in the value of a lever- 
aged investment can have severe consequences. 
e Consider whether a particular investment 
is suitable in light of your general financial 
needs and overall investment objectives. 

e Remember that a good track record is no 
guarantee of future success 1n investment 
arrangements. 

e Dont fall prey to high pressure, aggres- 
sive telephone salespersons calling to sell you 
shares of unknown companies. Frequently 
the shares offered in such boiler room sales 
are made to sound like an opportunity of a 
lifetime but are of little value. If you buy 
shares from such a salesperson and they drop 
greatly in value, don’t compound your loss 
by giving in to pressure to “buy more while 
the market is low.” 

e Don't buy on tips or rumours. Not only is 
it safer to get the facts first, it is illegal to buy 





or sell securities based on “inside informa- 
tion” which is not generally available to 

other investors. 

e Read the prospectus together with any 
other available information pertaining to the 
company and the investment in question. If 
there is anything you don’t fully understand, 
ask your dealer or broker or investment adviser 
for clarification. 

e@ Be especially careful with tax-sheltered 
investments. Assess the intrinsic merit of both 
the investment and tax benefit. 

e@ Where there is no trading market for the 
securities offered, and no market is expected 
to develop, you may not be able to resell 
securities purchased. Don’t put money into 
non-liquid investments if there is a chance 
you may need that money. 

e Be discerning in your choice of investment 
and keep informed on how your investment 
is faring; be alert for news items and eco- 
nomic trends that could have an impact on 
your investment. 

@ Make sure you receive the written confir- 
mations and financial statements to which 
you are entitled. 

e Don't speculate; for the average investor, 
speculating is more akin to gambling than 
investing. Speculation can be a useful invest- 
ment tool only for those who can understand 
and manage the risks involved. 

@ Don't engage in sophisticated transactions 
such as options or futures, unless you under- 
stand them and the risks involved. 

@ If you have a complaint, pursue it with the 
securities firm in question, the self-regulatory 
organization to which the firm belongs (if 
any), the Enforcement and Market Regula- 
tion Branch of the OSC or the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau (see page 22). 


CONCLUSION 


A key principle underlying the Securities Act 
and Regulation is that the public should be 
well informed about the companies in which 
they might like to invest. Only in this way 
can investors assess the investment benefits 
and risks. That is why companies must dis- 
close relevant information that is complete, 
accurate and up-to-date, both when they first 
offer securities to the public and afterwards. 


The OSC recommends that investors exercise 
caution, read whatever material is available 

(particularly the prospectus) and consult with 
a qualified investment professional prior to 

making an investment decision. REMEMBER, 
it’s your money and it’s your responsibility to 
be informed. No government agency can pro- 
tect against uninformed decisions made with- 
out serious consideration of the risks attached.

JUNE 20, 1984 BLANKET RULING - AMENDMENT 


The Commission has revoked and replaced its blanket ruling of June 20, 1984 
concerning the first trade in securities acquired pursuant to clause 
71(1) (f) (iii) of the Securities Act. The June 20, 1984 ruling provided that 
notwithstanding subsection 71(5) of the Act, which requires the issuer to have 
been a reporting issuer for at least 12 months, the first trade in a security 
acquired via clause 71(1) (f) (iii) upon exercise of a right issued pursuant to a 
prospectus could be exempted from section 52 of the Act if certain conditions 
were met. One of these conditions was that the security be listed and posted 
for trading on a recognized stock exchange. The Commission has now deleted the 
listing requirement. 


The new blanket ruling is reproduced in Chapter 2 of this Bulletin. 
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1.2.2 DRAFT CODE OF CONDUCT FOR NON-MEMBERS OF TSE, TFE AND IDA 


The Commission has approved for publication and comment a = proposed policy 
statement that imposes a code of conduct on all registrants that are not 
members of The Toronto Stock Exchange, The Toronto Futures Exchange or the 
Ontario District of the Investment Dealers Association of Canada. 


The rules of the proposed policy statement will apply in addition to the 


provisions of the Securities Act and Regulation. Draft Policy Statement 
No. 1.10 is reproduced immediately following this notice.

OSC POLICY STATEMENT NO. 1.10 


1.10 CODE OF CONDUCT FOR REGISTRANTS THAT ARE NOT MEMBERS 
OF THE TSE, TFE OR IDA 


This policy statement applies to all registrants, other than members 
of The Toronto Stock Exchange (TSE), The Toronto Futures Exchange 
(TFE) or the Ontario District of the Investment Dealers Association of 
Canada (IDA). Although the general principles of this policy 
statement are relevant to all registrants, members of the TSE, TFE and 
IDA must comply with the specific standards of conduct imposed by the 
self-regulatory organization to which they belong. 


This policy statement supplements those provisions contained in the 
Securities Act and Regulation of Ontario that relate to the business 
conduct of advisers and dealers and their sales staff, and applies to 
trades in all types of securities. Any descriptions in this policy 
Statement of sections of the Act or Regulation are provided for 
convenience only; for full details about the sections, reference 
should be made to the relevant provisions of the legislation. 


A. INTRODUCTION 


It is important to the maintenance of an honest and efficient 
Securities marketplace that all its participants abide by a fair 
Standard of business conduct and ethics. To this end, all registrants 
are subject to the business conduct rules of the Securities Act and 
Regulations, such as those enunciated in section 102 of the Regulation 
(know your client and investment suitability). In addition, 
registrants that are members of self-regulatory organizations (SRO's) 
must comply with the rules of their SRO. 


It is appropriate that registered firms that are not regulated by an 
SRO be required, and require their staff, to conform to the business 
conduct guidelines set out in this policy statement. 

B. CODE OF CONDUCT 

The following requirements apply to all registered dealers and 


advisers that are not members of the TSE, TFE or IDA, and to the 
registrants employed by them. 
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1. Know your Client/Suitability of Transaction 


Subsection 102(4) of the Regulation under the Securities Act 
requires that dealers, investment counsel and portfolio managers 
know the objectives, resources and risk tolerance of their 
customers. The transaction proposed by the registrant must be 
Suitable for the customer. For the registrant to adequately 
Servicess ‘clients, .ethe stollowing™ rules are of ‘particular 
importance. 


(a) A diligent and business-like effort must be made to learn 
the essential financial circumstances and investment 
objectives of each customer. 


(b) All transactions in which advice is provided must be based 
on: 


(i) an analysis of both the customer information obtained 
and the information related to the particular security 
being offered, and 


(ii) a conclusion by the salesperson or adviser that the 
Suggested transaction is appropriate to the customer's 
circumstances and also that the customer can afford to 
pay for the proposed purchase. 


The provision of "advice" has a broad meaning in this 
context’ and ' 1S not “limited to “solicitations. A mere 
recommendation that a client purchase a particular security 
is considered to be "advice". 


(c) All information concerning customers! transactions and their 
accounts must be considered confidential and must not be 
disclosed, except to the Ontario Securities Commission; with 
the permission of the customer or by order of the proper 
authority. 


ae Sales Presentations 


Sections 36 and 37 of the Securities Act deal with contacting 
customers. The former authorizes the Ontario Securities 
Commission to stop registrants from calling customers at their 
residence and the latter prohibits certain sales representations. 


With respect to these sections and sales representations 
generally, the following rules are important. 


(a) Contacting prospective purchasers at their residences is a 


privilege which warrants courtesy and tact in sales 
approaches. 
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(b) Information given to a prospective customer, whether in the 
form of printed material or verbal representations, must be 
timely, true and eccurately presented, and must refrain from 
giving a false impression of market activity, likely price, 
aSSCt a arappnec lation — surateS se Oiesretunmis Or liquidity of 
investment. This applies to statements concerning the 
company whose securities are being sold and its present and 
planned activities. It also applies to statements 
concerning past trading and present quotations in those 
securities. 


(c) A salesperson or adviser in possession of inside information 
may not use the information to make transactions for his or 
her own account nor to give investment advice to others. A 
registrant must never claim to customers to be in possession 
of inside information. 


3 Principal Trades 


In any transaction in which the registered dealer is acting as 
principal, the salesperson must explain that fact to the customer 
so that prior to agreeing to the transaction, the customer 
understands that the firm will receive the entire proceeds of the 
transaction and cannot claim to be giving objective advice. 


It should be noted that making such explanation does not relieve 
the registrant from the applicable "know your client" and 
investment suitability rules or any other duties that a 
registrant may have towards a customer. 


4. Confirmations 


Confirmations of trades must be made in accordance with section 
S5nof- the SecuratiesaAcr. 


5. Disclosure of Special Commissions or Unusual Mark-ups 


Where a transaction involves extraordinary compensation 
receivable by the firm or salesperson, whether or not’ such 
compensation is commonly referred to as commission, the nature 
and amount of such compensation must be disclosed to the customer 
both prior to the customer's agreement to the transaction and on 
the written confirmation slip which is issued to report the 
transaction to the customer. Without limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, examples of circumstances requiring special 
disclosure are as follows. 
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(a) Transactions Made as Principal 


i) Where the difference between inventory cost and selling 
price to the customer is greater than that set out in 
the prospectus, such mark up must be specifically 
disclosed. 


ii) Where there is a publicly quoted market and the selling 
price "oto! the tcustomer ani the = trdnsaction 15 
Significantly different from the price at which the 
customer could obtain the securities in the market, 
then that market price must be disclosed. 


(b) Special Compensation to Salesperson 


Where a firm is acting as principal or as agent for the 
vendor and the compensation to the salesperson involves some 
special feature which is not disclosed in a _ prospectus 
delivered to the customer in respect of the transaction, 
such as 


i) an extraordinary portion of the total commission or 
selling price, or

(a) Although an order may be unsolicited, a registered 


representative continues to have a general responsibility, 
in view of customer information available, to provide 
cautionary advice where the proposed transaction appears 
unsuitable. 


(b) Trades in securities should be done in the market that 
results ih ©<thesbest] iFinaloopriee: (for. -the=seeustoner, 
Commissions charged or spreads taken in respect of trades 
Shall be reasonable. Where a trade is affected on a_ stock 
exchange it must be made in accordance with the rules of the 
exchange and in conformity with the practices of exchange 
members trading in such securities. 


(c) With respect to securities that are not listed on a_ stock 
exchange, 
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(i) any bid or offer quoted to the customer shall be 
honoured for at least the amount quoted (not less than 
amvfiboard? roth): 


(ii) any "mark up/down" in relation to previous trades in 
the same security shall be fair and reasonable; and 


(iii) the procedures of section E of OSC Policy Statement No. 
1.8 (COATS), entitled "Trading Policies (Quoted and 
Unquoted Issues)", Shall be followed in the handling 
of all trades to which it applies. 


6. Payment and Collection 
Efforts to obtain payment must be conducted with restraint. 
7. Market Newsletters and Other Forms of Public Communications 


Information supplied in market newsletters and other forms of 
Sales-oriented communications must accurately reflect the type of 
securities that. are being offered for sale to prospective 
investors. It is deceptive and misleading to discuss or promote 
investment in "blue chip" securities if the dealer is unwilling 
or unable to deal in such securities with interested investors or 
intends to sell a different class of security from the one 
described. To attract investors by publishing an article on 
investment quality securities and then to encourage investors to 
purchase speculative securities is unethical and unacceptable. 


Public communications should be made in good faith and should not 
deceive, confuse, mislead or offend. They must be accurate and 
capable of substantiation. Descriptions, claims or comparisons 
which are misleading about expertise, service or investment 
performance shall not be included. Communications should not be 
so framed as to abuse the trust of the audience or exploit its 
lack of experience or knowledge. They must be written or 
conveyed in such a way as to not prejudice the interests of 
investors. 


Although registrants may comment on or recommend individual 
securities to their customers or to persons other than their 
customers, the public communications doing so must refer to the 
risks involved in investing in securities and recommend that the 
recipient of the communication discuss investment in the 
described security with his or her broker/adviser. 


Where a public communication is expressly stated to be based on, 
or supported by, independent research or assessment, the source 
and date of this must’ be indicated. Where no _ independent 
assessment has been made, registrants should take care, when 
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referring to or quoting from what has been said in commendation 
of their products, to avoid giving any impression of independent 
approval. 


8. Handling of Complaints 


Any complaints received from customers or regulatory bodies shall 
be recorded, placed in a file set up for the purpose and replied 
to in writing. A memorandum explaining the disposition of the 
complaint shall be appended to the file. The complaint file shall 
be provided on request to any examiner from the OSC. 


If a registrant settles a customer's written complaint or lawsuit 
by way of a monetary payment or other offsetting compensation 
either to the customer or to someone as directed by the customer, 
the registrant must promptly notify the OSC in writing of the 
details of the settlement. 


It 1s increasingly common practice among registrants, nationally 
and internationally, to record telephone calls with customers. 
Firms using such recordings have found them invaluable in quickly 
resolving disputes as to what was actually said. Similarly, 
Commission staff will generally find such recordings to be of 
assistance in determining the merits of a complaint. 


oe Reporting of Breaches 


(a) Registrants have a responsibility to assist in the 
maintenance of public confidence in the integrity of the 
Capital markets and the securities industry. 


(b) Accordingly, the Commission is of the view that registrants 
have an obligation to report to it all breaches or apparent 
breaches of securities requirements by its employees. 


(c) The Commission also considers it to be proper conduct for 
registrants, and wishes to encourage registrants, to report 
instances of breaches or apparent breaches of securities 
requirements by other persons that come to its attention in 
the course of its business operations. 


(d) To the extent permitted by law, the Commission will, if 
requested, hold in confidence the indentity of any person 
making a report of the nature referred to in paragraph (c). 


(e) Disclosure to the Commission in accordance with this policy 
may limit damage to investors, lead to the removal of 
undesirable persons from the securities industry and 
generally result in greater integrity in the capital markets 
and the securities industry. 
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10. Termination of Employment 


When an individual registered with the Commission ceases to be 
employed by a firm, the firm shall report such termination of 
employment to the Commission promptly, together with the 
reasons for the termination. 


11. Supervision 


Section 102 of the Regulation under the Securities Act requires 
registered dealers and advisers to establish written procedures 
for dealing with their customers. These procedures must not only 
conform with prudent business practice, but also enable dealers 
and advisers to service their customers adequately. To ensure 
these procedures are carried out, they must be properly 
supervised, and to this end the registrant must designate an 
officer to be responsible for approving the opening of new 
accounts and supervising trades. 


As a part of compliance with the supervisory duties mandated by 
Subsections 102(1) and (3) of the Regulation, securities dealers 
and advisers must ensure that all sales and advisory personnel, 
including "qualifiers", are aware of and subscribe to the 
business conduct guidelines in this policy statement. In 
addition, supervisors must ensure that personnel recognizes that: 


(a) the customer's interest must be the foremost consideration 
in all business dealings; 


(b) all methods of soliciting and conducting business should be 
conducted in a reasonable manner, so as to merit public 
respect and confidence; 


(c) all personal business affairs should be conducted in a 
responsible manner, SO} aS. tO..reflect credit on “the 
Securities industry; 


(d) it is an ongoing responsibility to know and keep up to date 
on rules and regulations that touch on their area of 
activity; 


(e) registration is not aright but a privilege afforded to 
persons considered to be trustworthy, knowledgeable and 
competent; and 


(f) the Commission may reprimand registrants and suspend, cancel 
or restrict registration or impose terms and conditions upon 
it; the privilege of registration therefore should be well 
guarded by exemplary conduct in dealing with the public. 


The Commission will hold the firm and the firm's compliance officers, 
directors and senior officers responsible for poor supervision.
